A Soviet Air A orce advance detail of about 10 officers and 
SO i> was stationed at the PARCHIM (M 54/T 74) airfield. 

It was rumored that, after completion of the construction 
work, the Batumi on l’lrrn was to be transferred to the PERLE- 
BERG (K 54/T 70} airfield to dismantle hangars.

An advance detail of two air force officers, one wearing 
golden epaulets and the other si lver epaulets, 15 NCOs and 
BM. equipped with motor vehlcles l I 

larrlved at the field. Capt MATTSK0 was the 
CO of the advance detail which came from PISRLEBERG. 

The runway and taxiway were coraple ted. There were no boundary 
lights. ^he other kaserne was under repair. Bedsteads 
were available and food supply was stored. 


29 October 1949 

No aircraft were stationed at the field. Planes were ex- 
pected to arrive between 7 and 11 November 1949.
